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Hasty Road Still Can Scat; 
Good Profits from Sunny Dale 


CHICAGO 


Under the headline “He Can Scat.” 
which appeared in the July 18 issue of 
Tue BLoop-Horse, Hasty Road was intro- 
duced to readers of this department. 
Shortly thereafter he won the Arlington 
Futurity and $101,475. By September 5, 
the dark bay son of Roman—Traffic Court. 
by Discovery, had won three races and, 
through the vagaries of racing luck, had 
finished third to his stablemate, Sea O 
Erin, in the Paririe State Stakes. 


At 5 p.m. on September 5, Hasty Road’s 
earnings stood at $108,675. Less than two 
minutes later they were increased to 
$208.320. The $99.645 additional came 
with his easy triumph in the Washington 
Park Futurity, in which he completely 
dominated and overpowered his field. He 
won as he and Eddie Arcaro pleased, 
which happened to be by three and one- 
half lengths. Hasty Road carried 122 
pounds. conceded from three to twelve 
pounds to his 14 rivals. The track gradual- 
ly had changed from heavy to slow during 
the afternoon. Hasty Road ran in front to 
cover the six furlongs in 1:1244. 


The big colt with the broad stripe has 
the distinction of having twice earned 
more money in a single race than any 2- 
year-old before him except Whichone. The 
latter took down $105,730 when he won 
the Westchester Futurity in 1929 for the 
late Harry Payne Whitney, whose son, C. 
V. Whitney, bred Traffic Court, dam of 
Hasty Road. 


Clifford Mooers, the energetic little 
Texan of many interests, who bred Hasty 
Road at his Walnut Springs Farm near 
Lexington and sold the colt for $23,100 
in the Keeneland summer sales to Mr, 
and Mrs. Allie Reuben, of Hasty House 
Farm, had Spy Magic in the Washington 
Park Futurity. She finished 14th, just 
behind the only other filly in the race, 
James Emery’s Cosentina. Spy Magic had 
won a division of the Mademoiselle Stakes 
on August 12. 


On numerous occasions the Kentucky - 


breeder, Hal Price Headley. has run two- 
and three-horse entries in big stakes with 
considerable success even when his horses

didn’t win. He ran three in the Washing- 
ton Park Futurity, got second and third 
money, $30,000 and $15,000, with a couple 
of chestnut Menow colts, Athenian (out of 
Salaminia, by Man o’ War) and Pinetum 
(out of Sirenian, by *Blue Pete). Fourth 
money, $10,000. went to Mark Leach’s 
Mr. Prosecutor. 

Hasty Road’s $208,320 brings his first 
season’s earnings within $22,175 of Na- 
tive Dancer’s record $230,495 for a 2-year- 
old. His Washington Park Futurity tri- 
umph, the tenth stakes victory of the 
current Chicago season for Hasty House 
Farm, boosted the stable’s 1953 earnings 
to $667,637, not counting the share which 
Mr. and Mrs, Reuben have in the $183,105 
earned this year by Oil Capitol, owned in 
partnership with Mrs. Harry Trotsek. 


PAPER PROFITS. Two years ago David 
Paper, who is in the metal business in St. 
Paul, Minn., decided to own some race 
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horses. He chose a stable name, Buddah, 
from the vocabulary of a young relative 
who was having difficulties with the word 
“brother.” For colors he selected char- 
treuse and brown. 


One of Paper’s friends was Dave Feld- 
man, of Chicago, who doubles and triples 
in brass as a newspaper man, radio and 
race track announcer, and owns a small 
but rather successful string of race horses. 
He calls his outfit the Blossom Stable, be- 
cause his wife’s name is Fern, 


Acting as agent. Feldman bought 
Paper’s first horse for him, paying $5,200 
for Mock Battle, a gelding then two years 
old. Mock Battle had been consigned to 
a paddock sale at Washington Park by 
the Chicago restaurateur, Ray Anken- 
bauer, who owns Meadowbrook Farm near 
Versailles, in Woodford County. Kentucky. 


Several other horses. including Dance 
Nsing, were acquired by Feldman for the 
Buddah. Stable. which began to enjoy a 
measure of success. One day in April, 
1952, at Gulfstream Park, George Seabo 
ran the 4-year-old chestnut mare Sunny 
Dale (Eight Thirty—Sun Mixa, by *Sun 
Briar) in a claiming race. Feldman, again 
representing Paper, took her for $12,000, 
and thought she was a bargain. Before he 


had a chance to prove it. he and Paper 


parted company and went their separate 
ways. 


Paper engaged Dwight Denham as train- 
er; and what Denham has accomplished 
with Sunny Dale has made some racing 
history, not to speak of profit for Paper. 


Denham is a native of southern Illinois, 
a section of country noted for the extra- 
ordinary crops of horse trainers it has 
produced over a long period of years. 
Denham’s town is Greenville, in Bond 
County. That was the home town of John 
Hoffman, who trained another chestnut 
mare, the famous Yo Tambien, when she 
won the Garfield Derby and many other 
races in 1892. (Hawthorne Race Course 
has established a new stakes for fillies and 
mares this year and named it the Yo 


Tambien. ) 


Sunny Dale had won five races this year, 
including the Columbiana and Suwanee 
River Handicaps. when she came out on 
September 2 at Washington Park for the 
one-mile Beverly Handicap. in which she 
met the good 3-year-old Arab Actress and 
ten other fillies and mares. Sunny Dale 
wore down Arab Actress, beat her a length 
and a quarter for the $16,950 first money, 
and boosted her earnings to $85,980. 
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STUD NEWS 


*Royal Charger, *Norseman Arrive 


*Royal Charger and *Norseman arrived 
last-week for stud service at Leslie Combs 
II’s Spendthrift Farm, Lexington. 

Bought this spring from the Irish Na- 
tional Stud by an American syndicate 
headed by Mr. Combs, Louis B. Mayer, 
and Neil S. McCarthy, the 11-year-old 
*Royal Charger will stand at Spendthrift 
for $5,000 for a live foal. 

Both his book and that of *Norseman, 
leased by Mr. Combs from Ralph Beaver 
Strassburger’s Haras des Monceaux in 
Calvados, France, already are full for the 
1954 season. *Norseman’s fee will be 
$1,500 for a live foal. 

*Royal Charger cost the syndicate 
$300,000. Before he was brought here, 
however, several Irish breeders made an 
offer of $1,000,000 for him, Mr. Combs has 
said. 

*Royal Charger (by Nearco out of Sun 
Princess, by Solario) already is repre- 
sented in American racing by two stakes 
winners—the good handicapper *Royal 
Serenade and the 2-year-old *Turn-to, 

*Norseman is a 13-year-old stallion by 
Umidwar out of Tara, by *Teddy. In three 
racing years, he won nine of 23 races, was 
five times second, and four times third. 
His total earnings were 2,619,430 francs. 


103 Per Cent Live Foals 


This has been an especially productive 
year for Dr. Horace N. Davis, Lexington 
veterinarian and owner of Bluegrass 
Heights Farm. From 36 broodmares in 
service at his farm, Dr. Davis reported 37 
foals, 

The mare Teddy’s Queen, by *Teddy, 
had twin fillies by My Request. Teddy’s 
Queen is owned by Ben F. Whitaker. Of 
the 36 mares at Bluegrass Heights, 32 are 
owned by 17 different clients, and the 
other four belong to Dr. Davis. 

Among the recent stakes winners which 
were foaled there are Grecian Queen, Blue 
Man, Eternal Moon, and Timely, Reward. 
Tahitian King, although not foaled at Dr. 
Davis’ place, was raised by him. 

Dr. Davis has managed Bluegrass 
Heights since the death of his father, Hor- 
ace N. Davis, in 1948.

Trainers for Mrs, Elizabeth N. Graham’s 
Maine Chance Farm stable usually outlast 
a load of hay, but they have been changed 
often ‘enough that it has become almost 
impossible to make an accurate count of 
the succession. Frank Christmas, who took 
over last winter, lasted until spring. Roger 
Whittingham, foreman, has been handling 
the horses recently. This week the new 
trainer was N. R. (Yorkie) McLeod, who 
a few days earlier had announced his 
resignation as trainer of the Saxon Stable. 


Police Ask Vote 
On N. Y. Gambling 


New York police last week proposed 
that the State Legislature call for a refer- 
endum on the questions of off-track bet- 
ting, lotteries, and bingo games. 


A resolution, terming New York gam- 
bling laws “obsolete, unrealistic, and in- 
effectual,” was passed by the Police Con- 
ference of the State of New York and sent 
to Gov. Thomas E. Dewey in Albany. 


One of the resolution’s staunchest sup- 
porters was John E. Carton, president of 
the Conference and head of the strong 
New York City Patrolmen’s Benevolent 
Association. The Conference approved the 
resolution in a surprising show of strength 
after its own legislative committee had 
beaten it down in committee. 


The resolution said that laws against 
off-course betting, lotteries, and bingo 
games were “demonstrably contrary to the 
will of the people of the State, and the 
people refuse to respect these laws, violate 
them, and widespread disrespect of such 
laws encourages disrespect of other laws.” 


Nearly 700 delegates from police de- 
partments in 103 New York communities 
attended the Conference, 


Thoroughbred Club Panel 


On Hormones and Yearlings 


The Thoroughbred Club of America, at 
its luncheon meeting at the Lafayette Hotel 
in Lexington Saturday, September 5, offer- 
ed a panel discussion which attracted an 
overflow crowd of horsemen and visitors. 


Before the main part of the program, 
President George Swinebroad introduced 
George Blackwell, of the British Blood- 
stock Agency, as a new member of the 
club. and exhibited a map of Thorough- 
bred farms prepared under the direction 
of the club’s board of directors. The map, 
he said, would go to the printers within 
a few days, with an order for a first print- 
ing of 20,000 copies. 

He then introduced Dick Peters, an 
accountant with a long association with 
racing who currently is acting as field 
man for the International Turf Show to 
be held in the Miami Beach auditorium 
the week of February 6 to 11. Mr. Peters 
explained that the purpose of the exhibit 
was to show many phases of racing to 
the public. and to dispel any doubts the 
public may have as to the adequacy of 
safeguards against unfair practice. 

“We have canvassed practically the en- 
tire racing world on this show,” Peters 
said, “and the response has been most 
gratifying. About 40 per cent of the avail- 
able space already has been engaged, and 
a railroad is trying to figure out a way 
to get a horse car into the auditorium.” 

Exhibitors will include tracks, breeders, 
organizations, and trades allied with 
racing. 

The panel assembled at the head table 
after the luncheon was composed of 
Charles A. Kenney. the interlocutor; 
Clarkson Beard. manager of Greentree

Farm; John A. Bell III, of Jonabell 
Stables: Melvin Cinnamon, manager of 
Henry Knight’s Coldstream Farm; Olin 
Gentry,.manager of Danada Farm; Pat 
O’Neill, manager of Bwamazon Farm; 
Thomas Piatt, owner of Brookdale Farm; 
and John Ward, trainer. 


Kenney was supplied with a list of 
questions that could have lasted a week. 
In the limited time of the program he 
chose to ask and re-ask a few of them, 
trying, with limited success, to keep his 
charges running in a straight line. Favor- 
ite “hole in the fence” for horsemen under 
questioning is: “Well, it depends on the 
horse . . . every horse is different . . . I’d 
have to see the horse first.” With some of 
the run-out attempts omitted, the panel 
show went as follows—or at least some- 
thing like what follows. 


KENNEY. Isn’t it damaging—that’s the 
way it reads here—isn’t it damaging to 
a fat sales yearling to suddenly reduce his 
rations and turn him out? In other words 
. .. What’s your practice, Mr. Beard? 

BEARD. I don’t know whether it’s dam- 
aging or not, but it’s certainly common 
sense, if you’re going to cut down the ra- 
tions, to do it gradually. We try to get a 
fat yearling to take some exercise while 
we're getting the weight off. 

KENNEY. Suppose he won’t take exer- 
cise running out? 

BEARD. He will, if you put a man be- 
hind him with a bullwhip, But generally, 
if they won’t take exercise any other way, 
we put them under saddle. 

KENNEY. What is Greentree’s practice 
regarding yearlings it has bought from 
the sales? 

BEARD. That’s easy. We turn ’em over 
to the racing stable. 

KENNEY. Yes, sir. But do they get a 
saddle on right away? 

BEARD. They start breaking as soon as 
they settle down. I’ve seen them under 
saddle in two days. 

KENNEY (to John Bell). Suppose you 
are commissioned to buy X number of 
yearlings, and you buy ’em. What is your 
procedure in breaking these yearlings? 

BELL. Id have to size up each one in- 
dividually. 

KENNEY. They’re all fat. 

BELL. They’re all fat, I wouldn’t ’a 
bought ’em to begin with. . . . Well, I 
presume I’d follow Mr. Beard’s routine. 
Turn ’em loose in a paddock, depending 
on the yearling, on the weather, and other 
conditions. After they settled down and 
got adjusted to the new place, I’d begin 
breaking. I’d cut the rations gradually. In 
good weather I’d turn ’em out at night, 
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provided they’re sound and healthy. 

KENNEY. How long would it be before 
you'd have ’em galloping, say, a mile? 

BELL. Ten or 11 weeks, maybe. (At this 
point a few groans escaped the audience.) 

KENNEY (to Ward). You got this big, 
fat yearling and you have to get some fat 
off. How do you do it? 

WARD. You have to look at him in two 
places at the same time—belly and ankles. 
If the ankles look all right, probably the 
best way is to give him a lot of jogging; 
that way he hits the ground one, two, 
three, four, and you’re not taking much 
chance. When you can gallop him two 
miles or more, that helps. 

KENNEY. Anybody here likes to turn 
out sales yearlings 30 days? 

GENTRY. If they’re fat, I like to turn 
*em out two or three weeks, and cut down 
on the feed gradually. 

KENNEY. Why gradually? 

GENTRY. Well, they just do better that 
way. 

KENNEY. And after you’ve turned ’em 
out for two weeks? 

GENTRY. Then I just turn ’em out at 
night. 


KENNEY (to O’Neill). Mr. O’Neill, can 
you explain to us just what is a spurious 
conception? 

O’NEILL. I never had a case like that. 

KENNEY. You may be seated, Mr. 
O’Neill, if you’re going to start off lying 
like that. Is Dr. William R. McGee in the 
audience? Maybe he can help us? 

McGEE, Shortest definition of a spuri- 
ous conception is a barren mare. I guess 
Charlie must have dug that word out of 
the dictionary. In a false pregnancy, the 
muscles of the uterus are toned up, just 
as if the mare were in foal, but there’s no 
embryo. The mare’s probably fooled as 
much as the rest of us. She’s stopped the 
estrus cycle, and behaves like a pregnant 


mare... 
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KENNEY (to Cinnamon). Mares 
usually are examined 45 days after breed- 
ing, if they have not horsed for two 
periods. Suppose the veterinarian suspects 
a false pregnancy, what do you do? 

CINNAMON. Have her examined a week 
later, and if it can be determined that it’s 
a false pregnancy, use a normal saline 
solution in the uterus. We had seven such 
cases, and got six of them in foal that 
way. 

KENNEY. Any other way? 

BEARD. We’ve tried about everything. 

KENNEY. Give the mares anything? 

BEARD. Stilbestrol. 

KENNEY. What is stilbestrol? 

BEARD. It’s a hormone. 

KENNEY. What is a hormone? 

BEARD. It’s a secretion of an endocrine 
gland, necessary to the proper functioning 
of the body. 

KENNEY. Good a definition as any, I 
guess. What does stilbestrol do? 


BEARD. You hope it makes the mare 
come in heat. If she does, and stays in, 
you breed her. If she comes in again in a 
week or ten days, breed her again. 


KENNEY (to Herbert Stevens, in audi- 
ence). You ever heard of hormones on the 
race track causing damage, from the point 
of view of breeding? Any experience with 
testosterone or other hormones? 


STEVENS. I’ve had a_ few _ fillies, 
especially 2-year-olds, after you get *em 
tightened up, they start horsing and won’t 
quit. We try to get ’em straightened out. 

KENNEY. Anybody else? 

AL COFIELD, manager at Crown Crest 


Farm. I don’t know about hormones on 
the race track, but on the farm we're 
giving testosterone to a gelding and using 
him for a teaser. Had 21 mares with him, 
got 20 of ’em in foal. 

KENNEY (to McGee). How about these 
reported harmful effects of hormones on 
maiden mares? 


McGEE. I’m not quite qualified to an- 
swer that question. As you may have 
gathered from the article in THE BLoop- 
Horse, there are a good many capable 
men on both sides, We run into an occa- 
sional case we'd like to blame on some- 
thing at the track. I’m sure the male hor- 
mone, given in excess, could do that—in 
some cases. 


KENNEY (to Piatt). Mr. Piatt, are 
maiden mares harder to get in foal than 
they used to be? 

PIATT. No, sir. Of course, it’s different 
in different years. I get a bigger percent- 
age of barren mares in foal, I think. I 
prefer clean barren mares, maidens next. 

GENTRY. Id rather have the maiden 
mare, if I got her to the farm five or six 
months before the breeding season. 

BEARD. I'd rather have the foaling 
mare, provided she has not been bred on 
the ninth day. 


KENNEY. What per cent of a group of 
average broodmares should a man expect 
to get in foal? 


O’NEILL. Ought to get about 80 per 
cent. (Snorts in the audience. ) 


BEARD. Maybe 80 per cent if you cull 
your mares. On an average figure, counting 
just under a thousand cases of mares bred 
to our stallions, there were 75 per cent got 
in foal and 67 per cent produced live foals, 
or rather, live foals which lived to be 
registered. These figures included Capot 
and one or two older stallions; leaving 
them out we had about 77 per cent in 
foal. 


KENNEY. (You boys are better than I 
am.) From a group of average broodmares. 
how many yearlings of acceptable con- 
formation should a man expect—yearlings 
of summer sales quality or acceptable for 
a good private racing stable? 

PIATT. Col. Milton Young used to say 
if you got 60 to 65 per cent in the sale 
ring, you were doing well. 

GENTRY. I'd say about 17 out of 30. 


KENNEY. About 60 per cent—some- 
thing like that? 

TOLLIE YOUNG. Over a period, 60 
per cent would be all right. 

CINNAMON. That’s about right. 

BEARD. Of the horses we raise, about 
50 per cent are acceptable to the training 
stable. 


KENNEY. Anybody ever see a mare in 
foal horsing? 

PIATT. Yes. 

STEVENS. There was a man over at 
Payne’s Depot. One day I rode over there 
and led a little mare I was going to breed 
to a jack. Another man came up with a 
mare, and he used my horse to tease the 
mare and they bred her. The next week 
she had a foal. 

HAROLD FALLON, manager at Beau- 
mont Farm. One year we bred a mare in 
March and she had a foal about three 
weeks later. 


KENNEY (to Bell). Suppose your horse 
is in a handicap and he has the highest 
weight. You have your choice of, say, 
Arcaro and Shoemaker—TI mean, in a case 
like that, do you prefer live weight or dead 
weight? 

BELL. I prefer live weight, because it 
can move with the horse. Dead weight 
tends to jar. 

STEVENSON. I'll take the dead weight 
every time. It’s strapped on tight. it stays 
in one place, it can’t bother a horse as 
much as live weight. 

WARD. I disagree. I like live weight. 
maybe because my father always used to 
say it was better. 

COL. THOMAS J. JOHNSON. In all 
the endurance rides we used to have. we 
always made a point to steer clear of dead 
weight. The horses had to carry 156 to 210 
pounds. Colonel Koch was one of our best 
riders, but he was light. and he went so 


far as to strap the extra weight on him- 
self instead of the horse. It killed him, 
but it saved the horse. 


KENNEY. Why is a horse drawn before 
a race? 


BELL. Well, you’re a sort of vicarious 
athlete. Do you want that basketball team 
going into a game half an hour after a big 
meal? 

KENNEY. You didn’t answer my ques- 
tion. I heard a little story, don’t know 
whether it’s true or not, but anyways, 
seems Calumet had a little mare named 
Bewitch, and Ben Jones comes by and he 
says, “Slow, where’s that mare’s hay?” 
And Slow says, “Mr. Jimmy says take her 
hay away; she’s in tomorrow.” And Ben 
says, “Well, we'll just play a trick on Mr. 
Jimmy. You take a whole bale of that 
clover hay and break it in her stall, and 
what she doesn’t eat she can sleep on.” 
What about that? 

BELL. Most trainers do draw a horse 
before a race. I don’t see how you can 
generalize about it, though. Every horse 
is different. 

STEVENS. Normal practice is, go ahead 
and feed the grain. Just take the hay away. 
Some horses don’t eat much hay anyway. 
The ones that do. it doesn’t make much 
sense to send ’em out on the race track 
stuffed full of hay.

FROSTY DAWN AFFAIR 

The board of stewards of Del Mar race 
course has ruled that Frosty Dawn, win- 
ner of the Del Mar Debutante Stakes Au- 
gust 29, was not eligible for the race; 
that Lady Cover Up, which finished sec- 
ond, should be declared the winner; and 
that all purse money should be _ re- 
distributed. 

In a separate order, the stewards sus- 
pended Gus Luellwitz, who owns Frosty 
Dawn in partnership with Miss Anita 
King, for the balance of the Del Mar 
meeting, ordered that all horses owned by 
Luellwitz be denied entry at Del Mar, 
and passed Luellwitz’s case to the Cali- 
fornia Horse Racing Board. 

The stewards’ investigation of the race 
concluded, Alfred Hart fired his general 
manager, O. L. McKenney, and gave Clive 
H. Becker, manager of operations, a tem- 
porary appointment as general manager. 

The ruckus over Luellwitz and Frosty 
Dawn began when William F. Black and 
B. R. Roberts, breeder and trainer of 
Lady Cover Up, protested that a May 15 
eligibility fee for Frosty Dawn had not 
been paid in time to make her eligible for 
the race. A subsequent investigation dis- 
closed that the fee was not paid until two 
months after it was due. 

In a statement prepared by the stewards, 
it was judged that eligibility fees are a 
responsibility of the management, not of 
the racing secretary. 

The board said it received full co-opera- 
tion from Mr. Hart and other officers and 
directors of the Del Mar Turf Club. 

The owner of Lady Cover Up said he 
would give her purse to charity. 

Lady Cover Up, winner of the Junior 
Miss Stakes at Del Mar, had been favored 
for the Debutante. She was beaten a head 
under even weight. Lady Cover Up is by 
Cover Up out of Lady Sponsor, by Penalo. 
Her pedigree and family particulars ap- 
peared in THE Bioop-Horse of August 29, 
page 509. 
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After the race, it was discovered that Level Lea 
was bleeding from a cut mouth. Green said that 
he did not know when the accident occurred. 

Foaled March 25, 1950, at A. B. Hancock’s Clai- 
borne Farm, Paris, Ky., where John S. Phipps 
boards his mares, Level Lea has done all his racing 
for Mr. Phipps. The Discovery was his first stakes 
win. His only other stakes start was in the second 
division of the Gotham Stakes at Jamaica on 
April 18, in which he finished eighth. 

Level Lea is the ninth stakes winner this year 
for Bull Lea, and the first stakes winner from the 
five foals of racing age of Level Best, one of the 
best race mares of her time. Level Best, bred by 
Samuel D. Riddle at Faraway Farm, was sold as 
a yearling to Crispin Oglebav, for whom she raced 
three seasons. After the death of Mr. Oglebay. his 
breeding stock was sold in the Keeneland fall 
sales of 1949. and Level Best. then carrving Level 
Lea, was knocked down at $57.590 to A. B. Han- 
cock Jr., acting as agent for John S. Phinps. 

Level Lea was the first stakes winner saddled by 
Max Hirsch since the trainer’s recovery from a 
recent hospitalization and surgery.

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THE THOROUGHBRED ROUND-TABLE 


Apprentice 


This is the third in a series of reports 
on a round-table discussion sponsored by 
The Jockey Club and attended by 18 men 
representing various phases of the Thor- 
oughbred industry. 


“Should an individual be permitted to 
have an apprentice contract on more than 
two boys at the same time?” 


MR. BURCH. That’s been discussed 
among the trainers and we couldn't un- 
derstand why such a rule was made to re- 
strict a stable to 2 apprentice boys. Our 
difficulty has been in getting help and 
the only way we get help is to start them 
as apprentices. Some of us think—I don’t 
know whether we’re all agreed on it— 
but some of us think that the more ap- 
prentices there are employed the better 
for the horsemen in general. 


MR. ORTELL. I think that perhaps 
some of that trend against more than 2 
apprentices was started in Canada within 
the last year, and I think one of the ideas 
behind it was some stables were signing 
up more boys than they had opportunities 
for. The result was that some of them 
never got a chance to ride. I think that 
was one of the main reasons. 

MR. BURCH. Ted, was that started by 
the Jockeys’ Guild? 

MR. ATKINSON. I know that we have 
taken a very firm position in favor of a 
rule like that. Whether that rule was 
started by the Guild, I can’t say. 

MR. BURCH. Ted, what is your ob- 
jection to it? 

MR. ATKINSON. In the first place. 
we feel that to some extent it’s a dodge 
in an effort to get cheap help on the part 
of many a horseman who has no intention 
of making a jockey and most of these 
kids who do sign an apprentice’ contract. 
have visions of grandeur. They’re not 
coming around with the idea of being ex- 
ercise boys. Many of them, it’s true, are 
not going to be anything more than exer- 
cise boys, but that being so he shouldn’t 
be denied the opportunity of trying to be 
better than an exercise boy, and if a train- 
er signs up 3 or 4 others, one will stand 
out, or at least the man will always think 
that one stands out and the others will 
have no chance. 

MR. BURCH. Don’t you think that if 
it’s limited to 2 apprentice boys, it should 
be one boy for so many horses in the sta- 
ble rather than two boys for one man. 
Suppose a man has one horse and 2 ap- 
prentice boys, and another stable has 40 
horses in training and they’re only al-

lowed 2 apprentice boys. 

MR. ATKINSON. Well that wouldn't 
seem fair at all, but to the boy it wouldn't 
seem fair either to have three of them 
and two of them get no chance. Even in 
the case of the 2 boys, I personally am 
against that. 

MR. WHITNEY. That stable with 40 
is probably going to have a contract rider. 
in addition. 

MR. BURCH. At the present time, just 
take my own stable, we have 2 appren- 
tice boys receiving equal chances. I did 
have another apprentice boy, that is. I 
was going to take another boy when this 
rule was called to my attention and [I let 


the boy go. I think he will be very sad 
at having to leave our stable. 

MR. RUTCHICK. I have to go along 
with Ted on that. I don’t think it’s fair to 
those kids to have too many kids in the 
stable. There’s only one that will develop 
out of the bunch, because they’ll always 
favor someone: he’s a better talker, or the 
foreman would say something like this boy 
will make a rider, and a lot of them don’t 
get a chance. I’m really against it. 

MR. WIDENER. You're for having a 


limited number? 
MR. RUTCHICK. That’s right. 
MR. RYAN. Could we cut down the 


period of the contract a little so as to give 
a boy a chance to get out, instead of mak- 
ing a 5 year contract, give him a chance 
to move? If you don't increase the incen- 
tive to develop apprentices, where are we 
going to get the riders from. The exer- 
cise boy problem today is terrible. 

MR. BURCH. But you can’t get exer- 
cise boys unless you have apprentices. 

MR. ATKINSON. That’s perhaps true, 
but I don’t think they should be brought 
on the race track to become exercise boys 
through the subterfuge of the promise of 
riding. 

MR. WHITNEY. Would you be in favor 
of contracting exercise boys? 

MR. ATKINSON. No, I would be in 
favor of contracting them without any ap- 
prentice jockeyship involved. 

MR. BURCH. That’s what Mr. Whit- 
ney asked you. 

MR. ATKINSON. Yes, I understand. 

MR. CASSIDY. But you’re contracting 
labor. What would you do with your 
grooms? What you're trying to do is put 
a clamp on the employment of a person 
to keep him with you. What are you go- 
ing to do with grooms? 

MR. ATKINSON. Why do anything 
then? Why not hire your apprentice kids 
as day labor or however you do hire them? 

MR. BURCH. Ted, on that I’ve had a 
lot of experience, and I found that, as Mr. 
Rutchick says, only 1 in 100 of them ever 
makes a jockey. And the only good you 
ever eventually get out of them, and the 
real good, is that you do make a jockey 
out of one. But I’ve also found that any- 
one that wanted to get away from you 
didn’t have any trouble getting away 
from you. 

.MR. CASSIDY. That’s Max’s argument. 
His argument is that he can’t keep his 
help and the only way he can keep them 
is to have them under contract. But that’s

‘a poor excuse for an apprentice contract, 
just to keep your help. I think that maybe 
there’s a possibility of changing it to this 
extent—if the apprentice boy contract 
provided a regular exercise boy’s salary 
after his first year. But there aren’t many 
owners who would want that. 

MR. PERLMAN. Are there no restric- 
tions on it? 

MR. CASSIDY. Limitations. yes, but 
they’re below the exercise boy’s salary. 

MR. PERLMAN. Presently a trainer 
can have as many apprentices as he wants 
to? 

MR. CASSIDY. No, not in New York. 

MR. PERLMAN. Is that rule only in 
New York? 

MR. CASSIDY. At the moment it’s only 
in New York and Delaware. 

MR. LUSSKY. If you hired a boy at 16, 
say he’s going to school, and then he had 
io get a permit to go to work at 16, you 
have to specifically state what duties that 
boy is going to perform—whether he’s go- 
ing to exercise a horse or rub a horse, or 
walk a horse, you have to state the limits 
of what the boy is going to do. You 
haven’t got a wide range with a boy of 16. 

MR. CASSIDY. For an apprentice or 
an exercise boy the working papers are 
the same. 

MR. LUSSKY. You couldn't take a boy 
off the street here and put him on horses. 
He’d have to have a certain amount of 
training first. One of the most promi- 
nent riders today was in a similar situ- 
ation as you mentioned here, that was 
Eddie Arcaro. He came to Roscoe Goose 
and wanted Roscoe to take him on, that’s 
when he was just starting to ride. And 
Roscoe said, “No I can’t take you, I’ve 
got two other boys now, and you wouldn’t 
have much chance with my stable because 
I couldn’t give you much opportunity to 
make good.” So he turned around and 
went to some other place. So that’s the 


injury you do to a boy when you extend

the list down to an unreasonable amount 
of exercise boys. They just don’t get a 
chance. 

MR. WIDENER. You're supporting the 
rule. - 

MR. LUSSKY. Yes, I’m supporting the 
rule. 

MR. WHITNEY. As a point of infor- 
mation, if you didn’t have a contract on a 
boy, and you suddenly saw that this is one 
out of a hundred, you want to keep him, 
you'd be in a free market as far as he was 
concerned, and you'd be able to pay him 
what you thought he was worth and hold 
him by that method rather than by con- 
tract. The contract limits what you are 
able to pay him, unless you change the 
contract. 

MR. BURCH. Labor has gotten to be a 
very serious problem. Of course not so 
much in New York as in the outlying dis- 
tricts. In New Jersey. it’s terrible. My 
son’s down there now. He said that half 
the trainers down there have just a few 
horses, have no grooms, they can’t get 
grooms, and the only exercise boy they 
have is a boy that will come around, get 
on the horse, gallop him, bring him back 
to the stable, turn him over to the man 
and get his $2 and go on to the next one. 
That goes on all the time down there. One 
boy gallops 10, 12, 15 horses a day and 
the little fellow, who has 2 or 3 horses, 
rubs them, cools them out, does every- 
thing except ride them. 

MR. CASSIDY. Don’t you think that 
problem is just one of employment that 
would exist anyway? 

MR. BURCH. I think if there’s more 
incentive to make jockeys. we'd have 
more help around the race track. 

MR. CASSIDY. Ted Atkinson is a 
jockey. And he probably makes more 
money than half of us in this room. That’s 
a pretty good incentive for a boy to be- 
come a jockey, isn’t it. If the material is 
there for exercise boys, or for grooms, 
which you say are equally hard to get, 
it’s a matter of dollars and cents. If you 
pay them enough you can attract them to 
work for you. But why offer apprentice 
jockey contracts just to get them to work 
as exercise boys? 

MR. PERLMAN. Is Mr. Burch in a dif- 
ferent position than most stables because 
he races two divisions? 

MR. CASSIDY. Yes. I think that’s worth 
a consideration. 

MR. PERLMAN. Actually some stables 
race in three different states. I’ve seen 
the same stables at Delaware. Monmouth 
Park and New York. 

MR.: CASSIDY. In a stable with sev- 
eral owners, each owner can have 2 ap- 
prentices. Provided. of course, that each 
owner qualifies on the number of horses 
he has. 

“Should jockey agents be required to 
transact all their business with jockeys 
when racing is not in progress?” 


MR. ATKINSON. I think that’s unfair,

immediate attention, and I don’t see why 
they shouldn’t be allowed to take care of 
the jocks. It probably could be done the 
following morning or after the races but I 
don’t see any point in it. 

MR. CASSIDY. I think one of the 
things that is quite annoying, and [m 
taking Belmont Park now, in front of the 
jock’s room, is a beehive of jocks’ agents 
all afternoon. They're the only ones who 
are permitted to talk to a rider, except 
an owner, but the public see these agents 
talk to the riders and then leave and talk 
to other people. They get funny ideas in 
their head. It’s just a question of whether 
the business of being a jockey isn’t suf- 
ficiently absorbing for him to be a jockey 
without thinking about tomorrow or yes- 
terday in between races. 

MR. ATKINSON. There’s a_ certain 
amount of need to do it in the afternoon. 
1 know one point. For instance, a horse 
runs badly and the agent immediately as- 
sumes that this animal isn’t worth riding 
back, for such and such a race a week 
later. 

MR. CASSIDY, Couldn’t that be done 
just as well the next morning or a week 
later? 

MR. ATKINSON. Well, quite often his 
booking is done right there in the after- 
noon. Meanwhile, if the jock can talk to 
the agent he might have an explanation, 
some reason why that horse ran that badly 
which is understandable and excusable. 

MR. CASSIDY. You think it’s essential 
that they conduct their business in the 
afternoon? 

MR. PERLMAN. Is it possible to do it 
in the jocks’ room? 

MR. CASSIDY, It isn’t that, it’s the 
interruption and the traffic in and out of 
the jocks’ room. It’s just a question of 
whether it’s essential for the jocks and 
for racing, or whether it’s something that 
could be done another time. 

MR. ATKINSON. I just don’t think that 
there is enough confusion caused by hav-

ing the jocks and agents confer during the 
afternoon to eliminate it. 

MR. CASSIDY. I don’t think there is 
with you and I don’t think there is with 
Arcaro and a lot of the boys, but some 
boys are in conference with their agents 
all afternoon. 

MR. ORTELL. I believe it could create 
a hardship for some of the better boys 
because I’ve been around the paddock and 
quite often they’re engaged to ride a stake 
race out of town. If he has just one mount 
here, why he has to go confer with the 
jockey to see if he’s willing to go up there 
to ride. 


Can late jockey information be supplied 
to the press by (1) information obtained 
from jockey agents during the afternoon 
by an association employee; (2) rule or- 
dering the naming of jockeys by 4:00 p.m. 
the day before the race?” ; 

MR. CASSIDY. The idea is to get the 
jockeys prior to scratch time the following 
day. Mr. Ortell will probably like to speak 
on that subject. 

MR. ORTELL. There’s been a great 
deal of complaint among the afternoon 
papers and one of the morning papers re- 
garding the issuance of entries without 
jockeys. There are so many “No Boys.” As 
the rule now stands there is no informa- 
tion as to who is going to ride a horse, 
if a horse is open without a jockey, until 
the next morning at 8:30. That works a 
hardship on the afternoon papers who we 
think give a great deal of space and pub- 
licity to New York racing. We feature 
races to come, and we don’t want to work 
a hardship on anyone but we felt that 
during the afternoon the management 


could specify some one to collect these 
jockeys by 4 o’clock the afternoon before. 
Usually all trainers have a jockey selected 
and I don’t think there’d be any hesitancy 
on their part in giving them out for pub- 
lication. That was No. 1, and if we had 
them by that time, we could send them in 
to our offices and it wouldn’t be a mechan- 
ical problem then, as it is now in the 
morning. We figure that they could be set 
up when they make over the pages at 
night. It would be quite a saving. It would 
prevent anyone having a monopoly as 
they do in the mornings now on the 
jockeys and it would help out in public re- 
lations, As it is now of course I could 
scout around if I wanted to do it and pick 
them up. I don’t. Some of the other boys 
don’t have the complete data on the charts 
and cards as myself. I fill them in. Well. 
I'd say 80% or 90% of the time I’m cor- 
rect but I’m not speaking for myself. As 
it stands now it’s all right. I’m speaking 
for the majority who have passed this 
question around the stand and asked if 
they were in agreement with it. And those 
who were directly involved were for it 
100%. Now we feel that we don’t want to 
make any recommendations who should 
do it, but someone worthwhile, trustworthy. 
whom the associations would look on with 
favor. They should appoint someone and 
pass this out to us when they accumulate 
these riders, 


MR. PHIPPS. Mr. Ortell, do you mean 
this to be absolutely mandatory. 


MR. ORTELL. Oh no, we don’t want 
to work a hardship on anyone. If there’s 
a boy that has 2 or 3 calls in a race. and 
the entries come out, there’s a large field 
and one boy gets three horses in the 20 
horse field. we know that he can’t ride 3. 
The next morning those who had 2nd 
and 3rd call can go and get someone else 
or if he finds he wants to waive the ap- 
prentice and put somebody else on, that’s 
all right with us. But they give us what 
is at hand around 4 o’clock. We don’t want 
to work any hardship on any jockeys. 
trainers or owners, Very often you see in 
the entries some apprentice rider, as when 
Lester was in his heyday here in the 
spring, on 3 horses. Well, he’s on 3 horses. 
but next day you'd find they’d get another 
apprentice or waive the apprentice on 
some one of his mounts and put another 
boy on. We don’t want them to do that the 
day before. but to give us what they have. 
Very often in some of the conditional al- 
lowances or overnight handicaps you get 
8 or 10 horses in there, and 2 riders. They 
don’t name a rider. they accept the 
weights. the secretary’s office gives what 
information they have—they’re not respon- 
sible for it. But we feel that about 4 
o'clock that afternoon the owner or train- 
er would have selected a iockey and 
wouldn’t mind making it public. 

MR. PERLMAN. I can’t see what ob- 
jection there is to doing what they do in 
California. It is working exceptionally 
well there. They have to name their

jockeys, and the handicappers get a better 
chance, the public gets a better break, If 
the entries and everything are important 
enough to be published—and obviously 
they are because that’s the whole founda- 
tion of creating interest in racing—surely 
the man who is going to ride is something 
the public should know. He eventually gets 
it the next morning. He buys a paper that 
is early enough, and is usually out several 
hours before. I see no reason in the world 
why it shouldn’t be contained in our 
papers at night. All the afternoon papers 
go to press many hours before we do. 1 
think, generally speaking, the California 
papers probably do a better job than any 
other papers that publicize racing, They 
do a wonderful job. They also have an 
earlier closing of entries. They close at 
9 o'clock in the morning. Now if the en- 
tries don’t close early enough, the handi- 
cappers have to rush through their handi- 
caps and ratings. 

MR. WIDENER. Let’s hear from an 
owner or trainer and see what he has to 
say. 

MR. PHIPPS. As an example, if you 
have to do it that way, I’'d want to have 
Ted ride on Saturday for me. Greentree 
is putting a horse in. There’s no way of 
my being able to know until pretty late 
if I’m going to get Ted. 

MR. PERLMAN. The man who can 
answer the question is Hirsch Jacobs be- 
cause he raced in California where he 
had to do it. 

MR. JACOBS, You can do anything 
when you've got to do it but I don’t think 
it’s right, getting all the riders you can 
at 4 o’clock, I believe in giving them to 
the newspapers, but many a time, like you 
say with Ted, Mr. Whitney might have a 
horse in, he might not run him tomorrow. 
I might have one in that same race and 
I'd like to wait until scratch time.

MR. WHITNEY. Can’t you do that in 
California? 

MR. JACOBS. No. You're not going to 
take a boy off. Once you put a boy on, you 
don’t take him off, 


MR. PHIPPS. I think that’s pretty tough 
because you put on a better boy, in other 
words, I put my horse in with this X on. 
He’s not as good as Ted, and I’ve taken 
him off and said he is not as competent as 
I want on my horse. 


MR. WIDENER. The boy won’t want to 
ride again under those conditions. 

MR. PHIPPS. I think you’ve hurt the 
boy. 

MR. JACOBS. I don’t believe in pre- 
venting a man from getting the best boy 
he can get. 

MR. ORTELL. The only objection is 
that by four o’clock you know what boy 
is under contract to so and so stable. You 
see he has no horse in and it’s open. You 
find out if he’s engaged. If he’s not en- 
gaged, then you engage him, or get the 
next best available boy. But as I pointed 
out, a race comes out and some boys are 
on 3 horses. If that’s the latest information 
we have, that’s all right, but give us what 
you have. 

MR. WHITNEY. How are you going to 
collect that information? 

MR. ORTELL. That’s very easy, if they 
give me permission, you can collect it from 
the jocks’ agents. They know more than 
anybody else. 

MR. RUTCHICK. There are many en- 
tries that I have made without having a 
rider, trying to get a rider, trying to get 
Ted, Eddie Arcaro. Gorman, or whoever 
it may be, and they say, “Well, my stable 
is putting a horse in for tomorrow, but I 
don’t know if we’re going to run. We 
may not.” Therefore I leave it open until 
next morning and I wait for scratch time. 
If this boy is available, I’d like to have 
him instead of having some other boy, but 
I am in favor of whoever engages a boy, 
the newspapers should have the jockeys, 
I wouldn’t want to hire a boy I can’t get. 
I like to wait until I get my right boy if 
I can get him. 

MR. ORTELL. Sol, this is not manda- 

tory. 
MR. PERLMAN. I judge it entirely by 
the fact that if it is working well in Cali- 
fornia I don’t think there should be any 
prejudice against something that’s work- 
ing well at other race tracks, because other 
race tracks use it. 

MR. CAMPBELL. In California, they 
make them claim a boy by 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon and the next day the man’s got 
a horse in a $100,000 stake and he finds 
out he can get a much better boy, do you 
mean he shouldn’t be allowed to get him? 

MR. PERLMAN. Mr. Campbell, in a 
$100,000 stake, I'll give you the jockey a 
week in advance.

said “owners.” How about the trainers? 
It’s their problem and [ll tell you why 
it’s their problem. If Gorman is open to. 
morrow in a race and I didn’t get him, 
my owners will say to me, “Why didn’t 
you wait.” 

MR. JACOBS. We used to have the as. 
sistant clerk of the scales at one time get 
all the riders in the afternoon, all that 
they had. I think Nelson Strang used to 
do that years ago. And Murphy, I believe, 
used to take them too. 


MR. CASSIDY, He does now. if they 
come in with it. 

MR. JACOBS. He used to have them all 
in the afternoon and by pretty near 4 
o’clock I believe, you got over 90% of 
them. The only ones you don’t get are the 
ones where one might hear that so and so 
might scratch tomorrow so I'll wait and 
put him on. And I think we ought to see 
that they’re open to the newspapers at 
that time, anyhow. 

MR. CASISDY. They are open. and 
orders have been so given, as you prob- 
ably know. There has been a notice on the 
overnight entries since early this spring 
and carried several times. telling horsemen 
to name their riders at the time of entry, 
we permit them to change the next morn- 
ing by scratch time if’ they request it. 
When they have engaged their rider later, 
they have been told to report it to the 
clerk of scales. We stopped agents giving 
any engagements out because of the hand- 
book operations and the fact that they 
were getting information that wasn’t going 
to the press. So the agents were told to 
give their engagements to the clerk of 
the scales alone and we have had them 
posted on the notice board in the secre- 
tary’s office. There it’s available to all the 
press, not to any particular person. 

MR. ORTELL. That’s in the morning, 
Marshall. 

MR. CASSIDY. No, that’s in the after- 
noon. 

MR. ORTELL. Then I’ve been in the 
dark, 

MR. WHITNEY. Would it be possible— 
I don’t know anything about this—to re- 
quire the agents, at 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon, to report to one specific person 
and give the riders? 

MR. CASSIDY. Yes, they have those 
orders. It has been the policy in New York 
not to require a horseman to name a 
rider where it was a disadvantage to him 
but permit him to wait and get the best 
rider available. 

MR. ORTELL. My suggestion would be 
that someone be appointed by the associa- 
tion to distribute these, send them to the 
press and see that they get into the proper 
hands by 4 o'clock, the ones that are 
available. 

MR. CASSIDY. That’s perfectly all 
right. 

MR. BURCH. I think you have to make 
a request of the trainers to help you on 
that.
